None of them was aware of the 
judgment which had been rendered 
in the civil suit, and some of them 
were much disturbed when ‘they 
learned afterward that they had 
gone contrary to-~it.

penditures of $150,000,000 for 10

The measure was drafted by the 
chairman upon his return from a 
conference at the White House last 
night and the bill is represented by 
Rutior as being in harmony with 
the President’s financial program. 

The trend of the discussion at 
the White House, however, was rot 
disclosed, and Butler did not quote 
the President. 

The measure stiplates that the 
calling of a disarmament: confer- 
ence shall be considered sufficient 
rearorm to warrant delay in the 
bui'4ing program. 

Each of the new ships would be 
of 10,000 tons displacement, this 
being the maximum tonnage per- 
mitted under the Washington Arms 
Conference treaty. 

The text of the measure touching 
upon a possible arms confegence, 
which Chairman Butler said he 
alone was responsible for, reads: 

‘That in. the event of an intorna- 
tional conference for the limitation 
of naval] armaments the President 
is hereby empowered, in his:discre- 
tion, to suspend in whole or in part 
any or ail construction authorized 
in this act.” 

No other limitation, either in 
time or otherwise, would be placed 
on the construction program. 

The visit of Chairman Butler to 
the White House last night fol- 
lowed recent action by the Naval 
Committee in sending a commnuni- 
cation to the President outlining its 
views on the condition of the 
Navy. 

He was accompanied by four 
other committee members, Repre- 
sentatives Coyle of Pennsylvania 
and Andrew of Massachusetts, Ro- 
publicans, and Vinson of Georgia 
and Drewry of Virginia, Democrats. 
The conference lasted about an 
hour. Butler declined to disc 19s 
what took place except to say ahat 
the proposed expenditure was ‘'n 
accord with the national defense 
program of the administration.

(via Paris).—Premier Mussolini 
has nipped a new conspiracy—this 
time a plot by Fascists to depose 
the King. murder Gen. Pietro Ba- 
doglio, chief of staff, and proclaim 
Mussolinf Emperor. 

This fact, which comes exclu- 
sively to the correspondent of the 


patch, is being kept a secret. and 
even to those who know of it, the 
details are a mystery. 

Police learned of it Thursday. 
Mussolini immediately ordered 
troops held in barracks ready for 
any emergency and extra ammuni- 
tion was issued, not only in Rome, 
but as far away as Civitavecchia. 


Rome and the officers interpreted 
this to mean that immediate dan- 


ger was over. 

The plot was frustrated and 
some of the ringleaders were ar- 
rested. Police are seeking the 
men higher up. One of the sus- 
pects is Roberto Farinacci. former 
secretary-general. of the Fascist 
party. 

Badoglio was marked for death 
because his friendship for the 
roya] family would have caused 
the plotters. special! difficulty. 

Mussolini is furious, because he 
realizes the success of such a plot 
would ruin Italy’s credit abroad. 

This is the first plot against the 
King since the laws providing the 
death penalty for that offense. but 
it is considered unlikely that the 
plotters will be tried by the special 
tribunai set up for such cases. They 
are = Fascists and the tribunal 
was instituted for anti-Fascists.

STOCK” TRADING QUIET: 
SPECULATION SUBSIDES 


Steel Declines, But Rails Advance. 
With Atchison Making New 
+4 High Record. 
By the Associated Press 

NEW: YORK. Dec. 18.—-The 
speculative frenzy that swept over 
the stock market yesterday in re- 
sponse to the $200,000,000 United 
States Stee] stock dividend seemed 
to have run its course today and 
trading gradually quieted down. 

Profit taking sales checked the 
upturn in many prominent indus- 
trial issues. and although pool op- 
erations were resumed elsewhere 
considerable frregularity resulted 
United States Steel opened at last 
night’s final price of 159%. but 
later fell below 159. 

Atchison took up the leadership 
of the market relinquished by Stee!

points on a spectacular buying 
movement to a new high record at 
169%. Following the precedent 
of.the United States Steel and Gen- 
eral..Motors distributions, this rai! 
road, which is controlled by the

For more than five years the 
Government has been watching the 
periodical operation of the New 
Athens (Ill.) brewery in violation 
o: the national prohibition law. but 
not until yesterday was it rewarded 
for the vigil. 

The reward came when a fury 
in Federal] Court at East St. Louis 
found 10 of 14 defendants guilty of 
conspiracy to violate the Volstead 
act by manufacture and sale of 
real beer in this vicinity for three 
months last spring. 

On five previous occasions ac- 
tion was started to punish the 
Lrewery and its officers for al- 
leged violations, but each time ob- 
stacles were encountered. Each 
time proceedings were dropped. 

First Beer Scizure in 1921. 
National prohibition had been in 
effect 22 months when prohibition 
agents, in October. 1921, reported 
tracing a carload of beer of illegal! 
alcoholic content from the brewery 
to Zeigler, Ill., where it was seized 
James G. Burnside, then District 
Attornéy in East St. Louis, issued 
a criminal] information against the 
brewery owner, the Probst Pure 
Products Co.. and applied for an 
injunction to close the property. 

The cases were docketed on the 
calendar of the’ then presiding 
Judge of the district—George 
Washington English. who resigned 
recently under fitre—Charles B 
Thomas, the “friend of the Court,” 
as well as the Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy and recipient of many other 
favors at the hands of Judge En- 
glish, appeared as attorney of rec- 
ord for the defendant corporation. 

A few months after the action 
was started there came a change 
in political administrations and 
District Attorney Burnside was suc- 
ceeded by William O. Potter of 
Mation. Ill.. who recently’ killed 
five members of. his-family. and 
himself. The cases dragged on tn- 
til April 10, 1923, when Potter ap- 
peared before Judge English with 
the request that the bil). for itin- 
junction be dismissed and the. in: 
formation be. nolle prossed. .He 
pleaded insufficiency of evidenre. 
The request was granted and thus 
ended the Government’s’ original 
effort against the brewery. 

Second Prosecution Started.

report of Department of Justice 
examiners criticising his admints 
tration of the office—prohibition 
agents from St. Louis began an of- 
fensive against the brewery—the 
one which brought yesterday’s re- 
sults. 

How Evidence Was Obtained. 

Two agents. one posing as “a lg 
utter and egg man,” and the oth- 
er as “a lazy gambler.” went to 
Belleville and worked themselvvs 
into the good graces of a tumber 
of saloon keepers there. While 
getting intoxicated frequently on 
beer made at the New Athens brery- 
ery the investigators . listened to

After carefullv laying a founda. 
tion for a prosecution, the agents.

is fabulously valuable. In Chicago, it occupies the 
block bounded by Clark, Dearborn, Jackson and Adams 
streets, immensely coveted by business interests. 

It is essential that the Federal building should be 
located on valuable downtown property. If it were 
moved either to Fourth street or Twelfth street, the 
same condition would be true in somewhat less de 
gree, and the passing years would bring a recurrence 
of the increm>nt in value which the present site has 
witnessed. It was bought for some $300,000 in the 
1880's and is worth from $3,000,(°9 to $5,000,000 now. 
[f the Federal building were torn down, what would 
replace it? Perhaps another office building But in 
the opinion of students of real estate, St. Louis now 
has more office space than it can absorb in the next 
five years. 

There are many other considerations which point 
to the desirability of building a new Federal build- 
ing on the site of the old one, All the red tape 
involved in selecting an entirely new site would be 
obviated. There would be no chanc2 that the Govern- 
ment would be required to pay an exorbitant price for 
new property. The Fourth and Chestnut site could be 
sold and used in the river front plans. The plaza 
with all its other architectural splendor does not 
need the Federal building. 

To leave the Federal building where it is, more- 
over, would. balance the downtown section. It would 
be equally available fromthe new plaza section and 
the new river front section. 
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Rather than to laugh at the old armor which ifs 
on exhibition at the City Art Museum, or to wonder 
what happened to one of those old knights when 
somebody turned him over on his back, perhaps we 
would better think of the armor inte which our own 
time is taking refuge.

And why, indeed, should it not be abandoned? 
Surely, if the history of art may be admitted as evi- 
dence, there is neither historical nor artistic justifi- 
cation for the current freakish and impracticable 
ideal. The ancient Greeks, who knew about all there 
was (or is now) to be known about beauty, had no 
respect for this type. All their great sculptors—the 
Dorians and Ionians of the sixth century, the artists 
of the brilliant age of Phidias, and even the artisans 
of the era of decline—chiseled women who were any- 
thing but slender. Even the goddesses, including the 
supernal Venus herself, were invariably portrayed as 
ladies of a pleasing plumpness. 

Nor is justification for our present standards of 
feminine pulchritude to be obtained from the art of 
either Medieval or Renaissance times. One will 
search in vain for an overly slim lady in the works 
of such masters of the latter period as Michael 
Angelo, Raphael, Leonardo, Botticelli and Titian. The 
artists of the time appeared to share with their mer- 
chant patrons a pronounced preference for ladies of 
substance. 

The Flemish, Dutch and Spanish masters were like- 
wise impervious to the contemporary type of Venus; 
as were also most of the more worthy French impres- 
sionists. Only among such pseudo-artists as the 
cubists and some of the illustrators of the romantic 
90’s has the present ideal received any respect, 

The artistic origin of our current ideal of feminine 
perfection is thus demonstrated to be both recent 
and somewhat shady. Nor has it any intrinsic ad- 
vantage over the plump and healthy one which is 
proposed as a substitute. Quite the contrary is true, 
in fact. An ideal which is both sensible and easy 
of attainment ought to be tremendously appealing. 
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A TRAGIC LESSON.

HE present material prosperity of the 
United States is due chiefly to the auto- 
mobile. Had it not been for the develop- 


ment of that industry during the last 15 
years, it seems probable that business would 
now be jogging along ‘at a level not far 
above that of the decade before the war. 
Certain it is that without the great expan- 
sion of the automobile industry in this 
country, there would have been no such 
increases as those which have taken place 
in the volume of money, in consumers’ in- 
come, in real wages and in profits. Equally 
tmpossible would have been the gains in 
building operations, in railroad develop- 
ment and in highway construction. The 
fact that the United States has developed 
the largest new industry of this generation 
so rapidly that it now produces about seven- 
eighths of the world’s output of motor cars 
is, in itself. enough to make this country 
far more prosperous than a score of coun- 
tries which divide among them the other 
one-eighth of the business, * * * All 
told, there have been invested in the capi- 
tal equipment of the manufacturing part 
of the motor-car business alone, nearly 
$2,000.000,000. 
therefore, not far from §$2,000,000.000 have 
been paid’in wages to those who built the 
factories and machinery. and to those who 
supplied the bricks, lumber, cement and the 
rest. At least another $1,000,000,000 have 
gone to consumers in connection with pro- 
ducing the machinery which supplies auto- 
mobile manufacturers with iron, steel, plate 
glass, lumber, copper, cloth and paint; 
$2,000,000,000 more, at least. in connection 
with capital invested in the oil and tire in- 
dustries; still other billions in connection

ALIEN PROPERTY BILL 
TS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Provides for Disposal of Hold- 
ings of Custodian — Berg- 
doll Can’t Benefit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
alien property bill, providing for 
settlement of German and Amer- 
ican war claims and disposal of the 
holdings of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian was passed today by the 
House.

Scheidemann, in opening his at- 
tack on Thursday, charged that 
arms and airplanes were manu- 
factured and hoarded in Russia for 
Germany through the ‘functioning 
of a secret fund. This was denied 
by Chancellor Marx.

And to help the search, a re- 
ward of $500 apiece for every 
swindler caught, is offered by Aug- 
ust Heckscher, financier, whose 
project for model housing in the 
tenement district apparently led 
the confidence workers to concoct 
their scheme. 

Discovery of the activities of the 
gang, believed to number nearly 
50 men and women, was made 
through banks which reported sud- 
den, unusual withdrawals from 
savings accounts.

| Milton Work’s 
Bridge Pointers 


T HP® pointer for today is: 


A double is generally better 

than a no trump bid for a sec- 

ond hand with only one stopper of 
the adverse suit. 

A perplexing question arises 
when the adversary on the right 
bids one of a suit and Second Hand, 
with but a single stopper in that 
suit, is otherwise amply strong 
enough for an initial No Trump. 
For example, West holding:—Sp.: 
Ace-x-x. Ht.: King-Jack-x-x. Dia. 
King-x-x. Cl.: Ace-x-x would open 
the bidding with one No Trump 
if South pass; but if South bid 
either one Spade, one Diamond or 
one Club, should West with only 
a single stopper bid one No Trump? 

As @ general rule, under such 
circumstances, West should double. 
If he had two stoppers in the ad- 
verse suit, No Trump would be a 
safe and sound declaration; but 
with only one, unless there is a 
long solid suit to run, a double is 
more advisable. The chances are 
that East has no assistance in the 
adverse suit and, therefore, as soon 
as West’s single stopper is taken 
out, the adversaries—when they get 
in—will be able to run the remain- 
der of that suit and save game, 
unless the No Trump Declarer has 
previously made nine tricks. With 
the ordinary type of hand, the 
chance of running eight consecu-. 
tive tricks after losing the stopper 
is indeed remote; and when the 
partner furnishes sufficient assist- 
ance to make that possible, the 
chances are that a suit-bid forced 
from him by a double also would 
produce game. Moreover, the 
double often will produce game 
where the No Trump would fail; 
consequently the double should be 
about a 3 to 1 favorite as a game- 
getter. Ergo today’s pointer. 

It is obvious that if the partner 
has already bid, the double would 
be business—for example, South 
one Diamond, West one Heart, 
North double. But here an in- 
formatory double igs not called for 
because, with a single stopper in 
Hearts and a hand containing con- 
siderable No Trump = strength 
(South’s bid having shown No 
Trump help), game is quite pos- 
sible; so even with only one stop- 
per. North would be justified in 
bidding No Trump.
